THE BANK RETURN, 

Judging from the increase in the other 
securities shown in this week's Bank Return, 
the recent borrowings by the market from 
the Bank amounted to less than £2,000,000 
on balance, yet there is an _  addi- 
tion of nearly £6,500,000 to the private 
deposits, despite a drop of nearly £800,000 in 
the reserve and an increase of £857,000 in 
the public deposits. The explanation is the 
increase of £6,000,000 in the Government 
Securities. The private deposits have been 
raised to a little under £112,000,000, while 
the reserve ws reduced te below £21,000,000. 
With the deposits substantially higher, the 
proportion of reserve to liabilities has fallen 
nearly 13 per cent. to 16{ per cent. The 
present total of the other deposits exceeds 
that shown a year ago by nearly £6,250,000, 
and the other securities show an increase for 


the year of fully £5,500,000.

Books of the Week... 


IRISH HISTORY AND. 
ROMANCE. 


In the two historical works which have 
been issued by the Talbot Press there is 
a striking similarity of conception. Both 
begin at the very dawn of ol Mr. 
Rowe opens his story in “the far back 
mythical ages” when this country was 
“emerging from the mists of the morn- 
ing of history.” Mr. Hackett tells us 
that he has gone back two thousand years 
to a period when “* is only the 
wavering accent of tradition, the hint of 
eology and anthropology,’’ and adds that 
he has done so because “ the Irish people 
to-day are in such vivid relation to their 
past.” It is, perhaps, natural in these 
strenuous times, when history is in the 
making in Ireland, that those who seek to 
write the history of their country should 
be influenced by the generation and the 
times in which they live. It must be 
obvious, however, that any historical 
work conceived in such circumstances is 
open to serious criticism. In the first 
place, two thousand youn of Ireland's 
story are rather difficult to compress into 
a single volume. Again, 
emphasis may be upon the Celtic 
dawn and upon the Ireland of to-day, 
while the intervening centuries are 
coloured by the present outlook or treated 
in a sketchy and somewhat indifferent 
fashion. 

The opening chapter of Mr. Hackett's 
volume is entitled “ The Gaelic Period: 
Pagan,” and Chapter II. deals with 
“The Gaelic Period: Christian.” Then 
in Chapter VIII. we come to “The Anglo- 
Irish Parliament,” and in Chapter XIT.— 
the last—we have “The Irish Republic,” 
Mr. Hackett writes of the effort made by 
the Gaelic League “to bridge the morass 
of Anglo-Irish history back to the Gaelic 
past.” He tells us:—*“The present key 
to Ireland is in the Gaelic period which 
flourished so nobly in pagan times, and 
so generously in the Christian period that 
followed Patrick.” The historian finds 
himself compelled, in seeking that “key,’’ 
to go back into the “dimness’’ that pre- 
cedes the dawn of Christianity, and then 
to come rushing forward, as it were, into 
the full blaze of the recent civil war 
which followed upon the setting up of the 
Irish Free State. 

If either Mr. Hackett or Mr. Rowe had 

made a start with the Sinn Fein move- 
ment or with the Land War or with the 
Repeal movement or with Grattan's Par- 
liament, the task of the historian would 
not have been so formidable. Mr. Rowe. 
in a preface to his volume, says: “ My 
idea in compiling this book was to get 
away from ‘the blood and scalding tears’ 
as much as possible, to avoid the horrible 
and gruesome. . « I have sought, on 
the other hand, to display in the most 
glowing colours all the romance and glory 
bound up in the history of a land which, 
I assert, is, perhaps, more entitled to 
be called one of romance than any other 
on the face of the earth, and that from 
earliest times up to the present.” Start- 
ing out from “ The Golden Age of Ancient 
Erin,” Mr, Rowe conducts us through the 
Anglo-Norman Invasion, and thence to 
Cromwell, James and William—with a 
picturesque — for the military glories 
won by the Irish Brigade at Cremona and 
Fontenoy—and thence through Grattan's 
day to the problem—“ Moral or physical 
force’ ?—which been in O'Connell's 
time. The story is well told, and deals 
not unfairly with the leaders of the con- 
stitutional movement, from O'Connell to 
Butt, Parnell and Redmond. 
The two volumes on the romance ot 
Irish “ Heroes” and “Heroines” make 
very pleasant reading, and are well calcu- 
lated to present to youthful readers some 
vivid glimpses of an historical past. 
Among the heroes we have “St. Brendan 
the Navigator and his Companions,” 
“Geoffrey Keating and the Four 
Masters, ” and “ Father Mathew and the 
Temperance Crusaders.’’ The heroines 
include some excellent studies, such as 
Cathelyn Fitzgerald, the “old Countess”’ 
of Desmond, one of the most remarkable 
characters in Irish history. This vener- 
able lady, renowned in song and story, in 
England no less than in Ireland, is said 
to have been killed accidentally at the 
age of 140 years by falling out of a cherry 
tree. She was married in the reign of 
Edward IV., and the year before she died 
travelled with her aged daughter to Lon- 
don, and successfully laid her grievances 
hefore King James 1. On the back of her 
portrait, painted by order of the Stuart 
King, is an inscription: “Portrait of 
Catherine, Countess of Desmond, as she 
appeared in the Court of our Sovereign 
Lord King James in this present year 
1604 in the 140th year of her age. In the 
course of her pilgrimage she renewed her 
teeth twice. Her principal residence is 
at Inchequin, in Munster, whither (her 
purpose accomplished) she undauntedly 
purposeth incontientlie to return. Laus 
Deo.” Another heroine whose story is 
worth the telling is “Grainne O'Malley, 
the Pirate,”’ the brave Connaught woman 
who visited Queen Elizabeth in London 
and returned to roam the Western waves 
with her head still on her shoulders.

AMONG THE ESKIMOS, 


Mr. Stefansson’s book deals principally 
with his discovery in May, 1910, of a 
tribe of Eskimos, the “Blond’’ or 
“Copper people, who till then never 
had seen a white man. Their story is 
one of. peculiar interest. In 982 K:ic the 
Red was outlawed from Norway to Ice- 
land for murder. At this time there was 
a belief that a sailor, Gunnbjorn, had 
seen land in the West. Eric set out for 
this unknown country, and after three 
years’ exile returned with the announce- 
ment that he had encountered a 
new land, which he named Greenland ; 
“for,” as the saga says, “he thought 
people would all the more desire to settle 
in the country if it had a fair name.” In 
985 he set out for the new land with 
twenty-five vessels. About six or seven 
hundred ple reached the destination, 
carrying their families, horses, cattle and 
sheep. Soon a flourishing agricultural 
fail sprang up, and by the twelfth 
century the Holy See had established a 
bishopric here, with monasteries, a 
nunnery and fourteen churches. 

In time the community fell on evil 
days, and, by the year 1,600, communica- 
tions with the mother country had become 
infrequent. Then came the Black Death 
and the paralysis which overtook Europe. 
When, in 1585, John Davis sailed up the 
Strait, which today bears his name, 
he noticed that Eskimos were the 
only inhabitants of the land which 
had once been the home of the 
Scandinavian colony. The Norwegians 
had gone, some to be swallowed up in the 
Red Indian population of what is now 
the United States, while others drifted 
into the farthest parts of Canada, where 
they remained forgotten, until discovered 
by our author, near Cape Bexley, on the 
Coronation Gulf, South of Victoria 
Island. An interesting feature of the 
discovery is the fact that Mr. Stefansson, 
though born'in Dakota, is of Icelandic 
parentage. A photograph of a group of 
men is shown, and the reader will be 
forced from the first to admit that their 
physiognomy is that of the ordinary 
European or American. There is neither 
snub nose nor slant eye, such as is 
found in.» the photograph of the ‘ull- 
blooded Eskimo. 

Naturally, Mr. Stefansson loves those 
strange northern’ folk, with whom he has 
been living since he left his university. 
He knows their language, has written 
down thousands of words and has 
collected much of their folk and

primitive beliefs. It seems difficult to 
realise that he has been living for years 
on their food—seal, raw fish and caribou 
deer, the last a rare luxury, He is 
strongly of opinion that Christianity, 
when the native mind moulds it into a 
shape acceptable to the native outlook, is 
not calculated to improve the people of 
these quarters. Tribes take to Christianity 
because a neighbouring tribe has become 
“econverted,’’ and the change to the new 
creed runs through a district like an 
epidemic. Even in the short twenty 
years that he has spent in the Arctic Mr. 
Stefansson finds the native weakening 
under the advance of what we call 
civilisation. He is now prone to tuber- 
culosis, and frequently is unable to build 
the ice-house, preferring an unhealthy 
affair made of iron or wood. We are 
shown one remarkable photograph of a 
hunter stealing up to within thirty yards 
of a somnolent seal. This book, in its 
forcible simplicity and freedom from 
rhetoric, recalls Caesar's “ Gallic War.”

CHINA TO-DAY. 

Mrs. Seton, wife of the famous Canadian 
naturalist, Ernest Thompson Seton, is the 
author of several admirable travel-books, 
but never has she written more charmingly 
than in her new book, which hE sá 
revolutionary China. Not only has she an 
interesting theme in the transition of the 
ancient empire Írom medieval to modern 
conditions, but she deals chiefly with a 
particularly interesting aspect of that 
theme—the reaction of the revolution on 
the position of Chinese women. Her gifts 
and sympathies won her the confidence of 
many Chinese women of note, and she 
sets down what they told her in a style 
which is always lively, if sometimes too 
American. 

In the first portion of the book, “ The 
Wedding Lantern,’’ Mrs. Seton describes 
at length, and in a picturesque manner, 
the elaborate wedding rites by which a 
sixteen-year-old Manchu princess became 
“ chief wife’’ of the seventeen-year-old boy 
Emperor. She stood within three feet of 
the girl Empress at the gorgeous “Seal 
Ceremony.’ This was the first occasion on 
which Europeans have been present at 
these immemorial ceremonies, and to Mrs. 
Seton it was “unbelievably appealing,"’ 
though she was conscious that her 
presence amid this poetic ritual was a 
symbol of the yielding of the Oriental 
romance to the Western world. Even then 
some of the proceedings were tabu to the 
Occidental visitor. 

The second portion of the book, “ The 
Democracy Lantern,” tells of Republican 
China, which appeals to Mrs. Seton more 
than the dreamland of the Emperor with- 
out an empire. “A day in modern 
Peking,’ she says, “is worth a cycle of old 
Cathay.” She describes the simple, active 
and unceremonious life of the President, 
clad in his Western black and white. Very 
interesting is her account of the various 
womens movements seeking political 
freedom for women and the abolition of 
concubinage. In her photographs we see 
women aviators in military uniform, 
women doctors, women bankers and police 
ES We read oí remarkable women like 
Madame Hsiung Hsi-ling, of whom Mrs. 
Seton writes: “She acts, and she has the 
kind of executive mind which makes others 
act —which, being interpreted from 
American, means that she works and in- 
spires others to work. Madame Hsiung is 
director of the Chinese Women's Red 
Cross Society, of various hospitals, philan- 
thropic societies, schools, banks and com- 
mittees. We are a little disappointed to 
learn that her recreations are “ movie or 
mah-jongg parties, given at times when 
relaxation is imperative.”’ 

American writers always seem te approve 
of the new China and the direction of its 
progress. Perhaps, those to whom American- 
isation does not appeal as an unmixed 
blessing could wish that the Chinese pro- 
gressives were not so completely under 
American tutelage.

GERMAN LITERATURE. 
Different opinions are held of 
Sudermanun's place in literature. Some 
critics have rinked him with Ibsen; 
others hold that he is merely a com- 

tent playwright whose fame is due to 
is daring. Whatever may be held of his 
plays and novels, we cannot rank his 
autobiography as a very notable book. It 
is most skilfully written, and resembles 
a realistic novel of a certain school; but, 
as the years unfold, we are introduced to 
no sweetly memorable persons, to no fine 
beauty of thought or aspiration; no 
fragrance of old days drifts between us as 
the events recorded. Many of the 
episodes are told in the manner, and 
with the artistic finish, of short stories; 
so that we suspect that the writer has 
sometimes taken liberties with fact in the 
search of effect. These episodes, how- 
ever, are gross and yield disgust rather 
than pleasure. To describe them as in- 
decent would be deemed uncritical in 
days when what once was held bad taste 
is held to be the keynote of true genius; 
yet we do not think so unfavourably of 
mankind as to recognise no motive in all 
the deeds of the race but animal appetite. 

Since the war the tendency in German 
art and letters seems to be wildly in 
revolt against tradition. Perhaps, it is 
a natural result of the revolutionary order 
that old standards of style, as well as of 
reticence, should be cast aside. Herr 
Scheffauer tells us of amazing new archi- 
tecture, with nightmarish lines which owe 
nothing to any style that ever yet was 
known; of Shakespeare's plays turned

A SHAKESPEARE DICTIONARY. 

It is now some time since we have 
come across a new work on Shakespeare. 
Signor Papini years ago expressed the 
conviction that the master-dramatist had 
deteriorated into a classic, that he had 
lost his appeal for the ordinary man in 
the street, and that, while his place in 
the study was assured, his works would 
be ousted from the theatre by the 
scenario. Be that as it may, this new 
work, though somewhat dear, will be use- 
ful to more than students. The busy 
journalist will like to have it on his book- 
shelf as a ready method of facilitating 
reference. Looking at the reference to 
Ireland, we find that “the Duke of 
York is newly come from Ireland with a 
puissant : power of gallow-glasses 
and stout kernes’’ (2 Hen. vi., iv. 9). A 
weakness, now obsolescent, we trust, is 
recalled by the line, “I will rather trust 
an Irishman with my aqua-vite bottle '' 
(“ Merry Wives of Windsor,” ii., 2), while 
the power of the Irish bard to raise 
blisters or exterminate vermin with his 
chanting was realised by Rosalind: “I 
was never so be-rimed since Pythagoras’ 
time, that I was an Irish rat” (“As 
You Like It,” iii., 2). It is noteworthy 
that the unintelligible line, “ Mo calleen 
oge astore hu,” has been translated within 
recent years. This is simply the refrain 
of an old song, “Mo chailín da astóir 
fhú,” which the soldiers brought back 
with them from Ireland. ‘The line means, 
“You are my young girl, my treasure,” 
and, according to some authoritie:, the 
song was sung to the sir o* the oallad, 
“The Croppy Boy.”

HILL-TOWNS OF THE PYRENEES. 

Most people nowadays take some part of 
their holiday abroad, but few wander off 
the beaten track.

The Strike Issue. 


The municipal workers in the City and 
Townships of Dublin have rejected the 
offer of arbitration. It seems, therefore, 
that the present strike must continue 
until the Government and the citizens 
take steps to counteract it, or make a 
complete submission to the strikers, or 
ratil he ruin of Dublin has been achieved. 
The members of two unions voted at 
yesterday's meeting, and it appears that 
one of them desired, on the whole, to 
accept arbitration, but that the votes of 
the other—whose members arrived to the 
tune of “The Red Flag’’—turned the 
scale. Henceforward, we are told, the 
strike will be waged in “an intensive 
form,” and the city is threatened with 
serious extensions of it if the Government 
calls for volunteers—in other words, if 
the citizens refuse to take their punish- 
ment “lying down.” There are three 
reasons why this insolent menace must 
be defied. In the first place, the strike 
is an utterly wanton and indefensible 
attack upon the public welfare. It was 
declared, not as the result of an actual 
reduction of exceedingly high wages, but 
on account of a proposed reduction in 
September. The strikers thought that 
their threat to the Horse Show and 
the Tailteann Games would bring the 
city incontinently to its knees. In 
the next place, the health of Dublin 
is in increasing peril. To-day is the 
seventh day of the strike. 
the essential services of a large and 
crowded city have been paralysed. The 
streets remain unswept. Filth accumu- 
lates in the municipal markets. The Liffey 
is being polluted every day with new tons 
of sewage, and the warm weather may 
breed, at any moment, a serious epidemic 
in the slums. Even if the citizens were 
r-signed—and, indeed, they are astonish- 
ingly patient citizens—to these discomforts 
and dangers, they owe a duty to the 
visitors who are here, at their invitation, 
from every quarter of the world. If 
Dublin is not to be humbled and dis- 
graced during the next fortnight, it must 
make the common decencies of life secure 
and must fulfil the promise of the Horse 
Show and the Games. 

Another and even more important con- 
sideration demands a firm attitude to the 
municipal strike. For many months the 
peace and prosperity of Dublin have been 
the sport of a policy which can be de- 
scribed only as industrial Bolshevism. 
One “lightning” strike has followed 
another. Work has been snatched from 
the hands of hungry men and women. 
Housing schemes have been interrupted 
by self-styled friends of the working 
classes. The organisation and discipline 
of the larger trade unions have lapsed 
inio such a chaos that employers of labour 
are reduced to despair. This municipal 
strike is the latest and culminating 
triumph of the gospel of anarchy. The 
majority of the strikers, we believe, are 
ready to go back to their jobs to-day ; 
but they are the instruments of persons 
who have played upon “their greed for 
motives far deeper than the mere question 
of a wages “cut ”' in September. Some, at 
least, of the men behind the strike are at 
open war with the State. It represents 
a tradition and order of society which 
they are anxious to destroy. We l.ave 
no doubt that they are willing to ruin 
the Horse Show and the Tailteann Games, 
at any cost to Dublin, because such a 
calamity, by impairing the Free State's 
prestige and weakening the authority of 
its Government, would strengthen their 
own powers for mischief. The purpose of 
industrial Bolshevism will be served 
equally by ful] submission to its demands 
and by the ruin of Dublin's gala fort- 
night. Therefore, the city must not 
subm't. It must safeguard its own 
health and must protect the Horse Show 
and the Games. It must accept the

challenge of anarchy if the Free State 


at. Westminster. We say deliberately that, 
for the Free State, the issues which the 
present strike involves are more urgent 
and more momentous than the boundary 
issue. Dail Hireann meets to-day and 
will expect from President Cosgrave a 
clear definition of the Government's policy 
and programme.

The Allied Conference. 


After a fortnight of recurring crises and 
alarms the London Conference seems at 
last to be on the eve of success. There 
have been so many bitter disappointments 
in regard to inter-Allied agreements in the 
past that one hesitates to express any 
opinion on the reported decisions which 
were taken yesterday; but there is a 
general feeling in London that now 
a real compromise has been reached, and 
the fact that it is the work of the French 
delegation guarantees its unanimous 
acceptance by the other Allies. The chief 
difficulty in the way of agreement all 
along the line, of course, has been the 
problem of security for the loan of 
£40,000,000 .or Germany, without which 
the whole Dawes report must collapse. The 
bankers refused to accept the arbitration of 
the Reparations Commission in regard to 
possible defaults in payment on the part of 
Germany. They insisted also that the 
evacuation of the Ruhr Valley must be 
started in order that the economic 
sovereignty of the debtor power might be 
preserved. The French at first refused to 
entertain the bankers’ objections on the 
ground that the powers of the Reparations 
Commission must not be impaired in the 
smallest degree. A deadlock was reached. 
Britain and America supported the 
bankers’ point of view; France and 
Belgium opposed it; Italy was more or 
less neutral. The Belgian Premier then 
set himself to find a formula which 
would give the bankers the necessary 
security for their money and at the same 
time would satisfy the susceptibilities of 
France. He failed, and the formula which 
now has been accepted by the First Poli- 
tical Committee, and probably will meet 
with the approval of the whole Conference, 
was presented by M. Herriot himself. 

The French Premier's plan is very in- 
genious. It proposes that, in the first 
instance, the Reparations Commission 
shall decide whether or not Germany is in 
default at any particular time. If 
unanimity is reached, the Allies will meet 
and take whatever action may be necessary. 
If, however, a unanimous decision is im- 
possible, any one of the Powers will be 
entitled to demand arbitration within eight 
days. In that event three arbitrators, one 
of whom shall be an American chairman, 
will be appointed by the Reparations Com- 
mission or, if unanimity again is unattain- 
able, by the world court at The Hague. 
This Court of Arbitration will continue to 
exist for five years, and its decisions will 
be absolutely final. For the purpose of 
establishing defaults, an American mem- 
ber will be co-opted by the Reparations 
Commission. In this way M. Herriot 
seems to have succeeded in bridging a 
very awkward gulf. The bankers are quite 
willing that action shall be taken against 
Germany if Britain and America agree 
that she is in default, but their fear was 
that a majority vote of the Reparations 
Commission, on which the French point of 
view predominates, might set the whole 
machinery of “sanctions’’ in motion at 
any time. The Herriot formula precludes 
such a possibility. The danger of the 
French casting vote on the Reparations 
Commission has been averted by the pro- 
posed co-option of an American, and the 
possibility of a pro-French court of 
arbitrators has been reduced almost to 
vanishing point by the choice of the world 
court as the appointing body. Opinion in 
London last night was very hopeful, and 
there is at least a possibility that the 
whole matter may be settled to-day. In 
that event the Germans will be invited to 
the Conference without further delay, and 
the rest will be comparatively easy unless, 
of course, Herr Marx and his colleagues 
raise difficulties about the evacuation of 
the Ruhr. The essential thing is that 
France and Britain shall be at one in 
regard to the question of security for the 
German loan. 


Australia’s Budget. 


The satisfactory state of the finances of 
the Commonwealth of Australia has 
enabled Dr. Page, the Federal Treasurer, 
to announce some relief in taxation. The 
income tax exemption limit is raised from 
£200 to £300 and the tax is reduced by 
ten per cent. These concessions will repre- 
sent a loss to the Treasury of about 
£2,000,000. Dr. Tage stated that the 
revenue amounted to £66,017,000 and the 
expenditure to £63,430,000. The esti- 
mated revenue for the fiscal year 1924- 
1925 shows a decrease of over a million 
pounds, but is still in excess of the 
estimated expenditure, which is greater 
than in the previous year. The Govern- 
ment’s five-year defence scheme entails 
an increase in expenditure of a million 
pounds for the first year. It includes the 
construction of two ten thousand ton 
cruisers, two modern submarines and 
five oil tanks of eight thousand tons, 
and the purchase of thirty-two thousand 
tons of oil. The Air Force also will 
be strengthened. The decision of the 
British Government to abandon the 
Singapore base is chief among the causes 
which have convinced Australia that a 
stronger navy is essential to her security. 
Modern naval conditions, particularly the 
increased range and striking power of sub- 
marines, have made the protection of 
Britain’s Empire and trade routes more 
dificult and uncertain than at any 
previous period of naval history. The 
time may come, however, when Australia 
will welcome rather than regret her in- 
creased burden, since it is only in this 
way that she can learn to appreciate the 
responsibilities of her great position in 
the Commonwealth of British Nations. 


Boy Scouts. 


Ireland is represented strongly at the 
Imperial Boy Scout “Jamboree "’ which 
will open to-day at Wembley. Free State 
scouts will give an exhibition of hurling 
and will perform Irish dances ; and scouts 


who fell in the Great War. The Free 
State contingent, which numbers 350, 
arrived at Wembley yesterday morning, 
and already has won admiration for its 
appearance and bearing. The Imperial 
“ Jamboree '' will be followed by an inter- 
national hosting at Copenhagen during 
the second week in August, and here, too. 
Ireland will be represented. At these 
meetings scouts from every part of the 
world will have an opportunity of learning 
to understand one another; and they 
should carry back with them many useful 
lessons of international friendship, as well 
as pleasant memories of days of good 
comradeship and healthy competition. Sir 
Robert Baden-Powell, addressing the 
scouts of Great Britain who will go to the 
international “Jamboree.” said that he 
hoped that they would experience some 
reverses, in order that they might show 
the right spirit of sportsmanship. We 
have no doubt that scouts from Ireland, 
whether North or South, will give as good 
evidence of the sporting spirit as our 
athletes gave at Colombes. 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


NAVAL DEBATE. 


LABOUR AND THE SINGAPORE 
BASE. 


Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT: 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The report stage of the Navy votes was 
taken to.day after questions. This being the 
last of the days allotted to Supply, Mr. 
Amery took occasion of the opportunity to 
try amd obtain from the Government a 
definite statement on certain important 
aspects of Armiralty policy. He strongly 
criticised the decision of the Government to 
suspend operations at Singapore, found some 
fault with the prospective cruiser programme, 
and had a g deal to say on the subject of 
Navy pay. 

There was a maiden speech from Captain 
Beamish, who succeeded Colonel Campin at 
Lewes. He regarded the creation of a Naval 
bast at Singapore as absolutely vital to the 
Imperial interests. We could not, he said, 
progress as a nation unless we adequately 
safeguarded our great trade routes. 

A good many Service members aired their 
views as to how the Navy should be run; but 
most of the arguments have been heard 
before, and Mr. Ammon, when replying on 
the debate, did not seem to be seriously 
impressed by them. Referring to the question 
of disarmament, he said that, owing to the 
fact that the Prime Ministers had been fully 
occupied in other directions, no attempt had 
been made to call an International Conference, 
but it was the intention of the Government 
to make a move in this direction when circum- 
stances permitted. 

Meantime there would be no departure from 
what was usually regarded as constituting a 
sufficient margin with safety in Naval con- 
struction. In regard to Singapore, they saw 
no reason to revise the decision arrived at; 
but the Government quite realised that 
occasion might arise which would make it 
necessary to proceed with the base, if the 
negotiations for disarmament fel] through.

In the House of Commons this after- 
noon one was rather reminded of the days 
that many people thought were gone {vr 
ever. “~eland wa: again on the tapis. 
and, as a consequence, the benches of the 
House were crowded with members anxious 
to learn the latest news concerning a 
situation which rumour had magnified into 
a first-class political crisis. Mr. Clynes 
was in charge of the House, but just before 
the close of the question hour the Prime 
Minister came in and took his seat. The 
— on the Order Paper having been 

ealt with, a number of private notice 
questions followed, and it seemed as 
though the House would never come to 
the point concerning Ireland. Questioned 
as to the breaking up ior the holidays, 
Mr. Clynes said that Monday in next week 
would be devoted to the Factories Bill, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, to the Appropria- 
tion Bill, and Thursday to the motion for 
adjournment. The House will meet again 
on October 28th. 

Viscount Curzon at length managed to 

ut a question concerning the Conference 

held at Downing street during the morn- 
ing, and he was informed by the Primo 
Minister that, as some difficulty had arisen 
in connection with interpretation of the 
Boundary Commission clause of the Irish 
Treaty, he had thought it best to inform 
the British signatories to the Treaty still 
in either House of Parliament and ask 
their counsel. At the close of this short 
statement the Prime Minister added some- 
what emphatically that no decisions had 
been taken. A little later Mr. Buchanan 
asked Mr. Macdonald whether he could 
make a statement regarding the Boundary 
Commission, whereupon the Prime 
Minister replied that he would make a 
statement to-morrow without fail. 


The Privy Council's Report. 


That really is as far as certainty can go. 
There are many rumours, but nothing 
definite, and this position is likely to 
remain until the Prime Minister speaks 
to-morrow. The House rather expecte:t 
that Mr. Macdonald would have read the 
report of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, but he made no reference 
to it, though it is, of course, now 
known that the report is in the 
possession of the Government. It will be 
remembered that he promised that the 
report should be given to the House and 
the public in full. It may be that he will 
take advantage of his opportunity to- 
morrow to carry out his promise. 


Rumours. 


One strong rumour current to-day is to 
the effect that the Government intends to 
introduce a Bill one day next week, but 
this idea seems scarcely feasible in view 
of the exact statement made by Mr. Clynes 
concerning the business for next ‘week. 
The Factories Bill, perhaps, could be 
dropped and an Irish Bill taken on Mon- 
day, but it has already become evident 
that there will be considerable opposition 
to a Bill amending the Irish Treaty, an: 
the Government would scarcely find it 
possible to pass such a Bill through both 
Houses by Thursday. The arrangements 
for the adjournment, of course, can be 
altered right up to the last moment, but 
there is a very strong feeling among mem- 
bers of Parliament against the idea that 
the holidays shall be postponed. 


The Northern Case. 


There was a large gathering in Downing 
street this morning to watch the arrival 
of Ministers and others, and Mr. Lloyd 
George, who paid his first visit to No. 10 
since he vacated the Premiership, had an 
enthusiastic reception. Mr. Winston 
Churchill and Sir Hamar Greenwood were 
not present at the Conference, being ex- 
cluded on the ground that they are not 
now in Parliament. Mr. Asquith was 
absent through ill-health, though he ns 
making a satisfactory recovery at a little 
place near Margate. The Northern members 
were, naturally, rather excited to-day over 
the situation, and Captain Craig, the 
leader of the party, stated that any 
attempt to settle the boundary ques- 
tion without the consent of Ulster would 
be outrageous and create the most bitter 
feeling in Northern Ireland. His brother, 
Sir James Craig, had said that he would 
be willing to accept some rectification of 
the boundary by consent, but Ulster would 
never consent to the transference of large 
parts of her territory to the Free State. 


A Dilemma. 


The result of conversations with people 
associated with, or interested in, Northern 
Ireland is that, in their view, the only 
way to peace is the passing of an Act of 
Parliament which shall state explicitly 
what is proposed by boundary rectifica- 
tion, with a limit placed on the area 
liable to be transferred. It has been 
stated frequently on behalf of Northern 
Ireland that she does not mind losmg a 
land-mark here or there, but fears to lose 
counties; and there is no little sympathy 
with this feeling in political circles. It is 
recognised, however, that the Irish Free 
State has equal claims to consideration, 
and in demanding that the Boundary 
Commission shall function is not exceeding 
its rights. The coil is a very pretty one, 
and at the moment it looks like \tying up 
this country once again in an extremely 
awkward position on an Irish question. 


Democratic Princes. 


The work of the Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of York among the youth of the 
country is bound to have a marked effect 
for good. The presence of the Prince in 
the Scouts’ camp at the Empire Exhibi- 
tion is rennin for a feeling of elation 
on the part of every Boy Scout and is a 
direct incentive to good behaviour. @Un 
Saturday two hundred boys—one hundred 
from the public schools and one hundred 
from various factories—are to be given 
lunch at Buckingham Palace before going 
to the Duke's camp at New Romney, in 
Kent. During their stay in camp the 
boys are to be visited by the Prince and 
the Duke, and the latter will spend a 
night with them. 


A New Broadcasting Station. 

The high-power broadcasting station at 
Chelmsford is to be used as a relay station 
for the programmes at the London station. 
The relay transmission will be carried on 
for a few weeks, during which time reports 
will be made by the Post Office, the Air 
Ministry and the Marconi Company as to 
the effect of the high-power broadcastin< 
service upon their own operations. Later 
in the year the whole question of broad- 
casting will be considered, and, if present 
anticipations are realised, it is probable 
that three high-power stations will carry 
on the service. In the meantime a report 
comes from New York that an _ inter- 
national broadcasting organisation is 
under consideration. Under this scheme 
there would be relay stations in several 
countries, but such a widespread plan 
could not be operated until the details 
had been considered and approved by an 
International Conference. 


A Free State Minister.

It is understood in political circles this 
evening that the Government do not 
ntend to attempt to get through a Bill 
to amend the Irish Treaty before Parlia- 
ment rises for the recess. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Colonial Secre- 
tary, will make an announcement in the 
Tiouse of Commons at eleven o'clock to- 
morrow morning, and it is expected that 
e wil] state that the Government propose 
to introduce next week a Bill to establish 
the Irish Boundary Commission without 
an Ulster representative, but not to 
proceed further with the Bill until Parlia- 
ment reassembles in the autumn. 

At the Cabinet meeting on Wednesday 
night the Government decided that a Bill 
to amend the Treaty must be introduced. 
They decided to call together the Treaty 
signatories and the leaders of the other 
two parties in order to acquaint them 
with the situation and see if there was any 
possibility of general agreement to a Bill 
on the lines indicated. | 

Had such agreement been forthcoming, 
it is most likely that the Government 
would have proceeded at once to pass the 
Bill through the House. It was not found 
possible to get this agreement. 

The Unionist Party, it is understood, 
are not prepared to support a Bill which 
would set up a Commission without Ulster 
representation, but with power to detach 
from Ulster territory assigned to her 
under the 1920 Act. 

On this point the Unionist leaders, in- 
iuding Mr. Austen Chamberlain, are 
lieved to be quite agreed. 

In face of this attitude it is understood 
that the Government propose te limit 
their action-at present to the introduc- 
tion of the Bill, and Mr. Thomas intends 
to sail, as arranged, on August 8th to 
South Africa with the Empire Parlia- 
mentary Delegation.

He is also stated to have indicated very 
clearly that, if the Bill were rejected by 
either House, the Government would 
advise a dissolution, as it could not 
assume any responsibility for a. course 
fraught with so much danger to the peace 
of Ireland. 

Mr. Lloyd George is understood to have 
agreed with the Government's proposal 
for immediate legislation, but Mr. Baldwin 
appears to have urged an interval of 
delay. He and his Conservative colleagues 
objected to a panic Bill on the ground 
that it might provoke unnecessary tronble. 

The Government’s change of plan is 
believed to be due to these representa- 
tons. Liberals are behind the Govern- 
ment in its determination to keep faith 
with the Free State by the strict fulfil- 
ment of the letter and the spirit of the 


I reaty. 


QUESTION IN THE DAIL.

A LOBBY VIEW. 


“THE MAKINGS OF A 
GENERAL ELECTION,” 
By tHe Centra News Lossy 
CORRESPONDENT. 

WESTMINSTER, Thursday Night. 

There is no crisis over the Ulster 
boundary question as it is seen here to- 
night; but, on the other hand, there is no 
solution of the difficulty which has arisen 
owing to the inconclusive terms of Article 
12 of the Treaty. 

The Government will make a statement 
when the House meets at 11 o'clock to- 
morrow, but whether this will be followed 
early in the week by the presentation of a 
bill making the Boundary Commission con- 
sist only of a representative of the Irish 
Free State and an independent chairman, 
is doubtful. 

What is certain, however, is that, if they 
do present such a bill, they will do no 
more with it till the autumn. 

There has, undoubtedly, been a change 
in the Government plans. They hoped to 
get a bill through, even if the House had 
to sit a week longer. This hope was ex- 
tinguished when the signatories to the 
Treaty met in Downing street this morning. 

Lord Birkenhead, it will be remembered, 
has - publicly stated—and it is ‘believed 
that Mr. Austen Chamberlain holds a pre-

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cisely similar view—that all that was con- 
templated in Article 12 was small adjust- 
ments of the existing boundary, not any 
large transfer of territory, such as certain 
Free State expectations are based upon. It 
Íollows that there would be considerable 
opposition to legislation which attempted 
to get round this point of view. 

Sir James Craig having offered a con- 
ference to make such minor adjustments of 
the boundary as should be agreed upon, 
it would be a difficult proposition to pass a 
bill through Parliament in a hurry, which 
might extend the possibilities of disagree- 
ment on a larger question. The Govern- 
ment will not attempt it. 

If they introduce a bill, it will only be 
to hang it over till the autumn. It is 
believed that they will then try to arrange 
another conference between representatives 
of Southern and Northern Ireland in the 
hope of securing settlement by consent. 
It is admitted that the position is un- 
certain. There is, of course, the makings 
of a general election in it if a bill dealing 
with the Boundary Commission and alter- 
ing the Treaty passed the Commons and 
were thrown out by the Lords ; but that is 
a far off event—as far off as December at 
least, and it might not prove to be the 
happiest form of appeal that the Govern- 
ment could find.

“ NO DECISIONS TAKEN ”: 
PREMIER'S STATEMENT. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Viscount Curzon asked the Prime 
Minister whether a conference took place 
that morning between the Government and 
the British signatories to the Irish Treaty ; 
whether any statement could be made as 
to the subject under discussion, and 
whether any decisions were taken ? 

Mr. Macdonald—Some difficulty having 
arisen in connection with Clause 12 of the 
Irish agreement, I thought it advisable to 
inform the leaders of parties and signa- 
tories to the Treaty still in either House 
of Parliament to ask their counsel. No 
decisions were taken. 

Mr. Buchanan asked whether before the 
House rose a statement would be made 
regarding the Irish boundary question. 
Mr. Harbison asked the Prime Minister 
if it was his decision to adjourn 
this question to October 28th, when the 
House re-assembled, and whether he was 
aware that all over Ireland—North and 
South—there was a feeling, now becoming 
a conviction, that the Government had no 
seriou» intention of pressing forward this 
case of the Irish Treaty. 

Mr. Macdonald—There is still a weck 
before the House rises. A statement will 
be made on this question of the Irish 
boundary to-morrow regarding the position 
of the Government up to date. 

Mr. Ferguson—Is Mr. Harbison in- 
terested in Northern Ireland or the Irish 
Free State? (Laughter.)

BALLSBRIDGE, 


MANY IMPROVEMENTS.

If this year’s Dublin Horse Show is not 
a greater success than any previous Show, 
the fault will not lie with the manage- 
ment and preparation on the part of the 
Royal Dublin Society. 

The premises and grounds at Balls- 
bridge, when inspected by an Irish 
Times representative yesterday, under the 
guidance of Mr. Edward Bohane, the 
Society's Director, and in company with 
Mr. Harry Franks, Chairman of the 
Horse Show Committee, and Mr. Justice 
Wylie, Chairman of the Premises Com- 


mittee, were found to be in excellent 
order. 


Everything is ready for the reception 
of exhibits, and the only incomplete work 
is the construction of a new stand in the 
jumping enclosure and the placing of 
canvas over the tea garden behind the 
grand stand. 

There is no doubt that these jobs will 
be finished in time for the opening next 
Tuesday. They are only part of a series 
of improvements, some oi which are small 
changes, not worth separate mention, but 
cumulatively valuable, while others are 
of more importance and will interest 
people who know the grounds. 


£40,000 ON IMPROVEMENTS. 


Since the conclusion of the Great War the 
Royal Dublin Society has expended more than 
£40,000 in reconstruction and improvement 
work at Ballsbridge, and £5,000 of that 
amount has been spent since last year’s Horse 
Show. The most striking changes on this 
occasion are those to be observed in the 
jumping enclosure. The terracing of the 
general enclosure, begun last year, has now 
been carried out along the whole length of 
the enclosure. By this means, the accommo. 
dation has been trebled, and every spectator 
is assured of a perfect view. 

At the Anglesea road end of that (the show- 
yard) side, a new stand has been erected. 
It provides seating accommodation for 800 
persons, and will be available by members 
and paying visitors on the introduction of 
members. The stand will be covered with a 
striped awning, and it is well placed for view 
of the jumps and banks, being against the 
high double bank. 

Behind the new stand—that is to say, just 
within the entrance from the showyard to 
the members’ enclosure—happy use has been 
made of what was formerly dead ground. A 
rock garden, which will gain in beauty as the 
years go by, has been constructed, and sup- 
plemented by a fountain and a pigeon loft, 
which increase the effect of coolness, as in 
an old-world garden. The seats placed at 
this spot will be a suitable rendezvous for 
members and their friends. The floral note 
has been carried into the enclosure further by 
the laying down of a flower bed around the 
driving track. 

A great improvement—that which pro- 
bably will cause most remark this year—is 
the covering of the tea lawn behind the 
grand atand. Framework of a rustic 
character supports a canvas awning over the 
whole extent of the lawn, on which it will 
now be possible to accomnfodate more than 
1,000 visitors at a sitting, all under cover, 
and yet with the sense of open air. Close to 
the lawn is the bandstand, where this year 
the Free State Army No. 1 Band will perform 
classical music each afternoon. A pergola 
barrier with rustic entrance and flowers is 
another touch here. The grand stand itself 
has been smartened. 

On the general enclosure side a new refresh- 
ment bar has been built, and the room, which 
was formerly both bar and tea room, will now 
be used exclusively for teas. 

Additional entrances and exits have been 
opened to the general enclosure, and the 
arrangement of passages to the sections of 
terracing will aid in the handling 
of large crowds without inconvenience 
or crush The accommodation in the 
jumping enclosure now represents a capacity 
of 37.000, as compared with the former 
capacity of 25,000. 


THE CENTRAL HALL, 


The placing of rustic seats round the judg- 
ing rings was mentioned in the /rish Times 
a few days ago. In the Central Hall the 
erection of trade exhibitors’ stands has been 
further advanced, and it was to be observed 
yesterday that the design of the stands has 

een generally improved. The spacing in 
the hall is very open; plenty of promenading 
space has been left, and the aspect of the 
Central Hall as a whole will be brighter *haa 
Lefere. 

The front of the judges’ and stewards’ 
room at the Anglesea road side of the 
greunds has been improved by c-~structi»n 
of a Age with climbing roses, which are 
now brightly in bloom. In this building a 
room has been provided where hospitality 
can be extended to distinguished guests, to 
whom it may be desired to show some special 
attention. 

New horse boxes are still being added. 
This year more than fifty additional boxes 
have been made ready. Exhibitors show, 
however, a growing desire to box their 
horses in the Ballsbridge grounds at night- 
time, and the applications for boxes are 
greatly in excess of the number of boxes 
available, so that a further large addition of 
boxes in the bloodstock sale paddock has 
already been planned for next year. 

We mentioned yesterday the new garage 
accommodation, which has been provided on 
a part of the grounds which was not other- 
wise in use. It provides for a further 250 
ears, and is another example of the Society's 
attention to the requirements of visitors. 


SIDE SHOWS. 


One of the more attractive of the side. 
shows this year will be what has come to be 
called the Countryside Pavilion, over by 
Simmonscourt road. The rural industries 
and recreations will be conducted there as 
during the two previous Horse Shows. They 
will have as background a panorama of the 
scenic beauties of Ireland—huge pictures in 
tempera, painted by Mr. Julian Hicks, and 
forming a glowing gallery of landscape round 
the walls. An exhibit of miniature furni- 
ture, constructed for Sir Nevile Wilkinson's 
now world-famed Titania’s Palace, will be 
seen in this section. Near the entrance to 
the Countryside Pavilion is an exhibit by 
the Dublin United Tramways Company—a 
new tramcar, which has been built in the 
company's works at Inchicore, the timber 
used in it being of Powerscourt growth. 

Among the minor improvements may be 
noted the provision of a new set of direction 
signs and indicators on the various build- 
ings, at the entrances to various rings and 
sections, and so on. 

The programme of work in cleaning-up, de- 
corating, grass-cutting, tree-clipping, and 
general smartening is timed to be completed 
to-morrow; and even yesterday there seemed 
to be very little more to be done. The 
grounds and premises generally never looked 
so well, 

The Society,through the particular Com- 
mittees concerned, and the Director, Mr. 
Bohane, deserves congratulations on their 
readiness for a more succesful Show than 
ever; and to see the efficiency of their ar- 
rangements makes it a sadder thought that 
the spoiling of so valuable a contribution to 
the prosperity and progress of Dublin and 
the country is risked year after year by the 
action of people who seem not to appreciate 
what is involved.

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PROGRESS AT LONDON 
' CONFERENCE.

LQNDON, Vhursday. 

The biggest strides forward since 
London Conference began were made to-day, 
when the First Committee accepted that 
section of the Herriot formula which deals 
with sanctions. 

The Third Committee, to which had been 
referred that part of the formula i 
with German transfers and deliveries in kind, 
was in session until late to-night; but it is 
believed that it will also accept the pro. 
posals put forward in the famous French 
memorandum. 

This means that a great difficulty has been 
cleared out of the way. bankers’ objec- 
tions will be met by the French formula; 
the threatened ruptare between the Allies 
will be averted; and the way is mow open 
for the invitation to be sent to the Germans. 

The First Committee yoy . adopted 
the sanctions plan of the Herriot foghula as 
it . The proposal leaves it to 

Reparations Commission, plus an 
American representative, to declame-e default 
on the part of Germany; but, if the decision 
is not unanimous, any of the Powers can 
appeal to a Board of Arbitration. consisting 
of three members, of whom tha President 
must be an American. If the Reparations 
Commission cannot decide upon the constita- 
tion of the Board of Arbitration, the Presi- 
dent of the Hague Court must make the 
ap pointments. 

e proposal next lays it down that after 
the default is declared, the Governments 
must confer together regarding sanctions. 
This provision is a safeguard against any 
State taking separate action against Germany, 
as France did when she went into the Ruhr. 

If the Allies are not unanimous that Ger- 
many has committed wilful default, then it is 
for the impartial arbiters to decide, and in 
turn, after that decision, all the Allies must 
take counsel together on sanctions. This 
really represents the operation of a number 
of safety devices preventing precipitate action 
on the part of one State. Of course, it is 
quite feasible that even after all this 
machinery has been brought into play, some 
State might take independent action, but the 
value of the scheme is that it makes such a 
contingency far more remote than it is at 
present. 

As a result of the advances which were 
made during the day there was a spirit cf 
buoyancy in the several delegations to-night. 
One American representative remarked that 
the chief stumbling block to the Conference's 
success had now been overcome. 


DUBLIN MAIL VAN 
ROBBED.

REGISTERED LETTERS TAKEN 
AWAY. 


Mails were taken from a Post Office van 
under exciting circumstances at the entrance 
to the Broadstone Railway Station, Dublin, 
yesterday morning. 

The postal authorities are reticent on the 
subject, but it is stated that two armed men 
stopped the van at 6.45 a.m. They forced 
open the door, and carried out a search of 
the interior. All the mail bags were 
examined, but only one, which, it is said, 
contained a number of registered letters, was 
taken away. The mails were intended for 
despatch to the courtry. 


INCOME TAX ARREARS. 


AN OUTBURST IN THE 
COMMONS.

Mr. William Graham—lI regret that the 
conditions prevailing before the transfer to 
the Provisional] Government of the Irish Free 
State of functions in respect of income tax 
and super-tax precluded any reliable ascer- 
tainment of the arrears outstanding on March 
Sist, 1922. As regards the second part of 
the question, I would remind the hon. and 
gallant member that, under the Provisional 
yovernment (Transfer of Functions) Order, 
1922. dated April Ist, 1922, the proceeds of 
all taxes leviable in Southern Treland were, 
as from April Ist, 1922, payable into the 
Exchequer of the Provisional Government.

ELECTRICITY SUPPLY 
TO CEASE. 


NOTICE BY CIVIC 
AUTHORITIES. 


» 


By an “overwhelming majority” the 
municipal employés who went on strike 
last Saturday because of a suggested re- 
duction in wages decided yesterday not to 
refer the dispute to arbitration. 

To-day the inconvenience caused by the 
strike will be intensified. The citizens of 
Dublin will be faced not only with unclean 
streets, closed markets and an incomplete 
system of sanitation, but with a suspen- 
sion of the supply of electricity for light- 
ing and power purposes. In an advertise- 
ment which appears in another column 
the Commissioners of the County Borough 
announce that “no supply will be avail- 


able from 11 am. to-day until further 
notice."’ 


It is obvious that, unless the strikers 
change their minds quickly and return to 
work, other means must be found to main- 
tain services that are vital to the health 
and prosperity of the city. 

Last night representatives of the public 
bodies concerned in the strike met and 
passed resolutions. 


HOW VOTE WAS TAKEN. 


The decision to reject arbitration was the 
result of a vote by a show of hands—not by 
ballot, as might have been expected—at a 
largely-attended meeting of the strikers in the 
Mansion House yesterday morning. A vote 
first was taken of the members of the Muni- 
cipal Employés’ ‘Trade Union, and after the 
counting it was stated unofficially that the 
vote had resulted—For acceptance of arbitra- 
tion, 700; against, 600. Then, however, 300 
members of the Irish Workers’ Union, who 
are involved in the dispute, were admitted to 
the Mansion House, and a fresh vote was 
taken, when it was announced that the 
strikers had decided to refuse arbitration by 
an “ overwhelming majority.” 

After the meeting a man addressed the 
strikers in the street outside the Mansion 
House. He declared that, as a result of the 
men's decision, the port of Dublin would be 
closed to-day. Inquiries were made by an 
Irish Times representative regarding the 
threat, but nothing was learned. 

The members of the Transport Workers’ 
Union (said to number 100) who are affected 
by the dispute did not attend the meeting 
in the Mansion House, but balloted on the 
question of arbitration at their branch offices 
in Thomas street. The result of the ballot 
has not been announced, 


. “THE RED FLAG.” 
About 1,800 of the strikers attended the 


meeting in the Mansion House. Steps were 
taken to prevent “ outsiders” from entering 
the building, and the doors were closed to 
late comers. The members of the Irish 
Workers’ Union arrived «st. They had 
marched from their headquarters in militar 
order, headed by a fife and drum band, which 
played “The Red Flag.” The members of 
the Municipal Workers’ Union arrived shortly 
afterwards, and entered the building imme- 
diately. The others waited in the street until 
the first vote had been taken, when they were 
admitted to the meeting. An hour later the 
strikers dispersed, and the result of the second 
vote was announced. 

A number of the strikers lingered in the 
vicinity of the Mansion House for some time 
after the meeting. These men displayed con- 
siderable anxiety over the result of the vote, 
and blamed the Workers’ Union for “ turning 
the scales.”’ 

Mr. Robert Tynan, President of the Muni- 
cipal Employés’ Union, when seen by Press 
representatives, declined to disclose the vote 
figures, but declared that the strike would 
become intensified. It had been sought to 
hold things in check, he said, but no one could 
tell now had far the strike would extend. 


SYMPATHETIO, ACTION, 


Mr. Tynan added that communications had 
been received from the Irish En 
gineering Industrial Trade Union and 
the Amalgamated Engineering Union to 
the. effect that, in the event ol 
military or other labour being introduced, 
at the generating or power stations at the 
Pigeon House, those unions would withdraw 
the labour of their members who were em- 
ployed there. However, the electricians 
would “ carry on until such a step was taken 
or attempted.” The engineering unions’ 
undertaking, Mr. Tynan said, would also 
affect the stationary engine drivers employed 
in the public electrical service. ; 

Interviewed by an /rish Times reporter last 
night, a prominent official connected with 
municipal administration said—‘* Whether 
it is in a fortnight or in six months’ time, the 
men will have to come to arbitration. 

A number of the men on strike gathered 
outside the Union Hall in Winetavern street 
last night, but, so far as one could observe, 
the decision to remain away from work was 
not causing them any great anxiety. Inside 
the hall some of the men were having a quiet 
game of cards. Neither the President of the 
Union nor the Secretary was there, and the 
only information available at the office was 
that a deadlock had been reached, and that 
the men were going on with the strike.

EFFECT ON CATTLE MARKET. 


The weekly Cattle Market was held as 
usual yesterday. In view of possible inter- 
ference by strike pickets policemen were on 
duty at the gates, but there was no trouble. 
All the cattle were allowed to pass 
into the market enclosure (there was an in- 
crease of beasts and sheep over last week of 
1,764), and the sales were carried out with- 
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tes, but a delegate of the Transport 
Workers’ Union arrived later and held back 
all drovers who approached the scales. 

The cattle market, owing to the strike of 
the labourers, has not been cleaned or dis- 
infected since Saturday last, and it was in a 
deplorable state yesterday. Unless the 
labourers return or men are enga to re- 
place them it is doubtfal whether the market 
will be held next week. The city abattoir, 
also, is in a v filthy condition, and may 
have to be closed unless it is cleaned imme- 


diately.

PENSIONER'S CLAIM TO HUGE 
FORTUNE. 


BERLIN, Thursday. 

An octogenarian named Goetze, who is at 
present living in Leipzig, in the utmost 
poverty, is said to possess documents proving 
him to be the exclusive heir to a vast 
fortune, which. it is alleged, is deposited in 
the Bank of England. Some thirty people 
think so much of the man’s chances of 
obtaining the fortune that they have formed 
a company to help him. The company is to 
receive ten per cent. cf the entire inheritance 
when it is paid cat. 

Goetze’s own story is that a hundred years 
azo one of his ancestors entered the Dutch 
military service as a soldier, afterwards 
became Governor of Batavia, and inherited 
property worth £8,.000,000 from a relative 
living in Java. He later settled in Cape 
Town, and inherited a further huge fortune 
from another relative who made it in gold- 
digging in the Orange Free State, This 
Governor made his relatives in Germany his 
heirs, and since 1867 various claimants have 
been endeavouring to obtain possession of 
the fortune, the last survivor being old 
Goetze, who is in the meantime existing on 
his old age pension of six marks weekly.

THE IRISH DEADLOCK. 


The Times in a leading article entitled: 
“Go Slow,” says:—The Irish volcano, which 
has been smouldering for some time, is very 
near to an eruption, which may spread ruin 
beyond the borders of Ireland itself. The 
present deadlock is a direct legacy from the 
Coalition, and that fact by itself entitled Mr. 
Macdonald and his colleagues, not only to 
the sympathy, but to the help of the other 

litical parties. The Prime Minister has 
ba guiek to see this, and yesterday he 
wisely called a meeting of the leaders of tne 
parties opposed to his own and of the 
signatories to the Treaty. What is in a 
special sense a national matter cannot be 
settled permanently by any one party, 
although the responsibility for any action 
taken must rest with the Government of the 
day. No decisions, we are told, were taken 
at the meeting. None presumably was 
sought. It is clear, however, that on one 
point—and it is the only point that matters 
this morning-—a decision must be taken and 
announced at once. Either the rising of 
Parliament may be postponed for a few days 
and an attempt made to pass such an Act 
as will enable the Boundary Commission to be 
constituted, or the Government may merely 
announce their intention of legislating 
in the autumn, and devot the 
interval to doing their utmost to 
achieve a settlement by consent. Between 
these two courses no reasonable, man will 
hesitate for a moment, and there should hé no 
risk of a mistaken choice if it were not for 
the intriguers and busybodies who com) hcate 
every phase oí the lrish problem. Hasty 
legislation is folly at all times, and ne! 
more foolish than in the closing days of a 
strenuous session, when men are tired in mind 
and body, and in no fit mood to grapple with 
an issue which, of all others, demands cool 
judgment, and of all others unhappily arouses 
hot passions. Any such hasty legislation 
would be certam to defeat

CONDITION OF SAO PAULO, 


The Times Special Correspondent at 5ao 
Paulo writes :—The city shows ample evidence 
of warfare. There are barricades and trenches 
at all the entrances and at points controlling 
the principal thoroughiares. Damage to 
property does not, however, appear so great 
as might be reasonably expected. The street 
installations of overhead wire have been 
mostly destroyed. Several large fires occurred 
during the siege, including one at the Anglo 
Mexican oil stores, but the fires were 
localised. Many buildings are scored as the 
result of rifle and shell fire, but individual 
property losses, with few exceptions, are not 
véry great. Public services were only partially 
interrupted during the rebel occupation, and 
are now rapidly being resumed. About hali 
the trams are running, the gas service 1s 
uninterrupted, and the telephone service, loca! 
and inter-urban, will be completely restored 
within a few days. 

The rebel evacuation began on Sunday 
afternoon, the rebels employing the rolling 
stock of the Sao Paulo Railway. They at 
tempted to destroy the bridge over the Tiete 
River, but it was speedily repaired, and 
Government troops are in hot pursuit. The 
rebels took with them a large quantity of 
munitions, also cash requisitioned from the 
Bank of Brazil and the State Treasury.

OFFENCE AGAINST THE 
COMMON LAW, 


The Times im a leading article dealipg with 
the judgment in the case of Lieutenant 
Colonel Parkinson v. the College of Ambu 
lance says:—It is a little difficult from a 
moral point of view to choose between the 
parties affected by the judgment, but it is, at 
least, satisfactory to have a considered 
judicial decision that such a contract offends 
against the principles of the common law of 
England. The plaintiff has lost his money 
and his knighthood. He will receive no 
sympathy. He held the King’s commission 
as an officer in the Army, yet he seems to 
have believed that the Sovereign whom he 
served was prepared to give the accolade in 
discriminately under contracts of bargain and 
sale. 

A great statesman of the Victorian age had 
occasion once to point out to an importunate 
suitor for a title that the fountain of honour 
must be distinguished from the parish pump. 
Importunity in those days was bad enough 
It 1s a more serious matter when touts are 
obtaining money under the pretext that they 
ean influence the Sovereign in the bestowal of 
henours. Practices of this sort should be 
made an offence, and it is a thousand pities 
that the legislation recommended by the 
Royal Commission has not yet reached the 
Statute Book.

SIR PATRICK DUN’S 
HOSPITAL.

The movement to raise £100,000 within the 
Mext nine days tor the rebuilding of Sir 
Patrick Dun's Hospital was launched last 
night at a dinner in the Mansion 
Dublin. 

Mr. Joseph X. Murphy, Chairman, Cam 
paign Committee, who presided, spoke of the 
ciaims which Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital had 
on the public, and said that in the effort they 
Were making on its behalf they had no in- 
tention of doing anything against any other 
hospital. 

Sir William ‘laylor said that remodelling 
the hospital would be throwing away money, 
and the Board had come to the conclusion 
that it would be better to scrap the hospital 
and build one that would be in keeping with 
' modern requirements. That was why they 

were out in the present campaign. Objections 
bad been raised to rebuilding the hospital and 
spending so much money when the public re 
cognised that amalgamation of hospitals would 
be more in keeping with modern ideas. 

There were many advantages to be gained 
from amalgamation. He believed they could 
build a hospital, with 750 beds fully equipped, 
and carry on at no greater expense than five 
of the hospitals with 650 beds. So far as the 
campaign for the rebuilding of Sir Patrick 
Dun s was concerned, he said that they would 
not spend a penny on the rebuilding until 
every avenue in connection with the amalga 
mation had been explored and the question 
had been settled one way. or the other. 


CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED, 


Mr. Cyrus P. Keen, Campaign Manager, 
said that the task which they were about to 
undertake was, no doubt, a big one, but with 
a combined effort they should be able to per- 
form it. The plan of campaign was not a 
new one: it was one that had worked most 
effectively in other places. Two things which 
actuated them in giving their time and service 
to the campaign wére a community spirit and 
a desire to accomplish something for the 
benetit of the community that was far above 
the value of the money collected. 

The altruistic purpose and the ideal cause 
for which the campaign was inaugurated had 
been the primary reasons for the enthusiastic 
interest already shown in it, and he mentioned 
that he had never seen a more loval staff than 
that of Sir Patrick Dun's Hospital or a bedy 
of more willing helpers than those taking up 
this scheme 

Already there was a good bunch of very 
substantial subscriptions, one donor having 
promised £1.000. If they could accomplish 
the task that they had set for themselves, it 
might bé the means of getting a grant for a 
medical foundation in Dublin, and of haying 
in Dublin one of the greatest world centres 
oi medical research and organisation. 

Mr. Justice Wylie, referring to a point 
about possible objections that might be 
urged against raising subscriptions at the 
present time, said that the times were bad 
for the poor, and if any hospitals in Dublin 
closed the condition of the poor would be 
pitiable. If they made up their minds to 
succeed in the campaign they would win 
right through. ! 

Sir James Percy strongly supported the 
campaign, and said that evervone should co- 
operate in the movement, which, with their 
help. was bound to succeed 

Mr. John Good pointed to some details ot 
the present structure of Sir Patrick Dun’s 
Hospital and urged the need for reconstruc- 
tion. As Chairman of the Board of the hos- 
pital, he mentioned the fact that the hospital 
is non-sectarian. They never asked any 
- patient what he was. If he was in need and 
they had room they took him in. 

The equipment of the hospital was 
what they would like to see it, and that was 
one of the reasons why they appealed for aid. 
Mr. Good concluded by proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Lord Mavor for giving the use 
of the Mansion House for the campaign. 

Sir Willham Taylor seconded the vote of 
thanks to the Lord Mayor. 

The Chairman also expressed thanks to the 
Governor-General and President Cosgrave for 
the letters they sent expressing hopes for the

SCHOOLMASTER AND FOUR 
BOYS DROWNED. 


The search was continued yesterday along 
the coast for the bodies of the three Bristol 
bova who were drowned with their teacher 
and a school fellow at Bantham, near Thurle- 
stone, South Devon, on Wednesday. 

Two teachers and fifteen boys of Cotham 
Secondary School, Bristol, arrived at 
Bantham on Tuesday with the intention of 
camping in the district for a few days. On 
Wednesday morning the party, with one ex- 
ception, entered the water from the beach. 

Mr. Phillips, one of the teachers, describing 
the tragedy. said—‘* All at once I realised 
that some of the bovs were going rather far 
out, and I felt myself getting quickly ont of 
depth, but I managed to get back to shallow 
water. I called out to the other fellows to 
take care and to come in at once, but I think 
some of them even then must have been in 
difficulties. 

“ Mr. Tineknell, the other teacher, went to 
the assistance of the boy. Fred Pitt, and, al- 
though he cane¢ht hold of him. he apparently 
lost him aecain ” 

Mr. Phillips then went to their aid, and 
tried to swim with Mr. Tincknell. Eventually 
they got on to a bank of sand, from which. 
however, they were swept off. From that 
point Mr. Phillips lost his colleague. bot he 
and a boy named Woodhal! managed to re. 
turn to land. 

Norman Sanders. Tom Anderson and Owen 
were carried out further than thev expected, 
and Anderson was assisting Owen when he 
himself suddenly disappeared. Sanders then 
eeized Owen, and for a long time swam with 
him. but could make no headway against the 
strong current. In the end Sanders lost Owen, 
and was himself inst able to scramble to 
land. The other bovs who reached «afety 
were in a state of collapse. 

Four hours later the body of Mr. Tincknell 
was recovered, and afterwards the body of 
Owen. The names of the drowned were :—

To pumish the body while it can stand the 
strain is your stalwart austerity and your 
virtue. You cannot hope to make it im- 
mortal, but, remembering that the highest 
form of energy is Beauty, you can delight 
the eve and win gratitude for making Grace 
manifest through your bodies, and for giving 
that benevolent Spirit a chance to bless our 
country and to reign. Great athletes are 
the best proof of a nation’s well-being and 
good health. 

Past my time as Í am, I can give you a 
cheer; and. I look forward yet to shout your 
names with the best men that are gone as a 
sign of my envy and my love.

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CONVICTION . QUASHED, 


The Court of Criminal Appeal yesterday, | 
consisting of the Chief. Justice, má Justice 


Justice Johnsion, reversed the conviction of 
Edward Kelly and Edward Gorman, both. of 
Kenaghbane, Ballybay, Co. Monaghan, who 
had been found guilty at the Central Criminal 
Court, Dublin, of the murder of Samuel 
Atkinson, postmaster of Lisnalong, Co 


, and 
sentenced to death. 

The execution had been fixed to take place 
on Tuesday next. 

The grounds of the appeal: wefe—(1) That 
there was not sufficient evidence to sustain 
the verdict; (2) that evidence was illegally 
and improperly admitted; (3) that the trial 
was unsatisfactory; (4) that there had been a 
miscarriage of justice. 

The Court upheld ground No. 2 and 
reversed the conviction and sentence of death. 

In delivering judgment, the Chief Justice 
said that the only real question at the trial 
was the one of identification. Three persons 
who were present when the crime was com- 
mitted positively identified the two prisoners. 
The Court was of opinion that the first ground 
of appeal was not sustainable, In his mares 
the judge put everything fully and adequately 
before the jurv, and no exception could be 
taken to it, and in so far as the appeal was 
based on the charge it wholly fail They 
were of opinion that leave should not be 
, to produce further evidence now. The 

efence was very skilfully pursued on certain 
lines—no doubt. the best lines under the 
circumstances; but it was not part of the duty 
of that Court to help counsel to mend their 
hands when their plans had miscarried. 

Reviewing the evidence, the Chief Justice 
said that the foreman of the jury put the 
question: “Was it on Mrs. Atkinson's de- 
scription that the aceused were identified by 
the authorities, and, if so, how soon was it 
after arrest’’’ and the answer of Superinten- 
dent Murphy was: ‘‘A month after the 
arrest.’’ Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy then 
asked was it from the description of Mrs. 
Atkinson, and the Superintendent replied: 
“Oh, yes, my lord.” For the validity of this 
question, proceeded the Chief Justice, certain 
legal authorities were quoted. It had been’ 
urged that the mode of identification was not 
to be taken in its literal sense, but rather in’ 
the sense of selection from the other prisoners 
in the internment camp and transference to 
civil custody. That, however, would be to 
ignore a point of time referred to—namely, 
one month after arrest by the military and 


prisoners from military to civil custody. Hav- 
ing weighed alt the considerations offered to 
them with the utmost care, they had come to 
the following conclusions upon it. They were 
of opinion that the third question put iby the! 
jury was, in the mind of the jury, a crucial’ 
onestion on arriving at their verdict. That it 
was put by the jury for the purpose of testing 
the description of the prisoners who had com- 
mitted the crime given by Mrs. Atkinson on 
the morning after the murder, although that 
description was not, in fact, evidence, and 
could not have been given in evidence against 
the prisoners. They were of opinion that the 
meaning of the question and the substance of 
the evidence given in the answer was that 
some person or persons, referred to indefinitely 
as “ the authorities ""—probably the Civic 
Guard—shortly after the prisoners had fallen 
into the hands of the military, compared the 
prisoners with the description given by Mrs. 
Atkinson, and formed the opinion that the 
“rr were the persons described by her. 

ty believed that the jory in that way 
satisfied themselves that the identification of 
the prisoners by Mrs. Atkinson at the identifi- 
cation parade in February and at the trial 
tallied with her original description of the 
men, and they thought it more than likely 
that the jury thought they should be so 
satisfied before finding a verdict. They were 
of opinion that the substance of the evidence 
obtained by the jury by means of the third 
question was not legal or proper evidence 
against the prisoners, being a mixture. of 
hearsay and opinion of unnamed persons, and 
that it could not, by any device in forming 
questions, have been got legally into evidence 
on the part of the prosecution against the 
prisoners, and they were satisfied that it was 
crucial in arriving at a verdict which de- 
mae entirely on identification. They must, 
herefore, hold that the verdict could nov 
stand, and they were compelled in the cir- 
cumstances to reverse the conviction. No 
doubt, the jury put their questions in an 
earnest desire to reach the truth in a grave 
case. No doubt, the learned judge at the 
trial was not asked by either side to disallow 
the question. 

Possibly, the result would be that the 
cowardly murder of a brave old man would go 
unpunished. Still, the greatest call was the 
strict, certain and regular administration of 
justice, especially in criminal matters, and 
the duty of the Court was to answer that 
call, whatever the consequences,

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LIMERICK MURDER CASE. 
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APPEAL WITHDRAWN. 


In the Court of Crimina! Appeal, hefore the 
Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. 
Justice FitrGibbon and Mr. Justice Johnston, 
when the appeal of Joseph Butler, of Patricks- 
well, Co. Limerick, under sentence of death 
for the murder of Michael McSwiney on the 
2lst August, 1922, came up for hearing, 

Mr. Wood, K.C., who, with Mr. Manus 
Nunan, appeared for the appellant, asked for 
leave to withdraw the appeal. He had, he 
said, an opportunity of reading the evidence, 
and he was compelled, in justice to the Court, 
to the jury and to the accused, to say that no 
ground existed upon which legal objection 
could be formulated to the proceedings. He 
would like to make one remark with reference 
to the judge who presided at the trial, and 
that was that he could not conceive anything 
more fair, humane or just than the simple 
narration of all the evidence in favour of the 
accused and against him, as revealed in the 
sherthand notes. . The incident occurred at a 
tyme of the very greatest excitement, and the 
jury had coupled with their verdict a recom- 
mendation to mercy. Under these circum- 
stances he now conceived it to be his duty in 
the highest sense to rely upon the Sovereign 
prerogative, and not upon the law. 

The Chief Justice Oí course. we have 
nothing to do with the exercise of the extreme 
prerogative. 

Mr. Wood was then given leave to with- 
draw the appeal.

Eireann were impressed with trusts. These 
trusts, it was said, could he collected from 
certain documents issued by Dail Eireann, but 
his lordship was of opinion that the trustees 
who received moneys and securities from Dail 
Eireann under the terms of the trust deed of 
25th June, 1919, could not set up any such 
trust as against Dail Eireann and the trustees 
appointed by it, and in point of law he was 
not entitled to recognise any trusts save those 
stated in writing in the deed of trust. It was 
not necessary, 
leged trusts, but he should find great difficulty 
in holding that Dail Eireann as a sovereign as 
sembly could in any sense be regarded as a 
private trustee. The plaintiffs in support 
of their case relied upon the established doc- 
trine of international law, under which a 
sovereign State succeeded to the property and 
assets of a de facto Government to which it 
succeeded. It was pointed out that the Treaty 
was entered into between Ireland and Great 
Britain in the manner used between sovereign 
States, and that the Government of Dail 
Fireann ceased at the date of the ratification 
of the Treaty or, at all events, when the Con 
stitution was adapted. The Government of the 
Irish Free State was a Government for all Ire- 
land, although the Treaty included provisions 
by which the six counties, or such portions as 
were defined by a Boundary Commission might 
elect to continue under the provisions of the 
Government of Ireland Act. So far as the 
matter depended on international law, in his 
opinion, the (tovernment of Saorstat E:reann 
was the successor of Dail Eireann, the former 
de facto Government of the country, :nd 
was, under the doctrines of international 
law, entitled to its property and assets. 
So far, however, as the municipal law of this 
country was concerned, the Dail Eireann 
Loans and Funds Act, 1924, passed on 8th 
February by the Oireachtas, was a statutory 
recognition of this doctrine as part of our 
municipal law. That Act made provision tor 
the transfer to the Minister of Finance of 
moneys, investments and other property by 
trustees, and that included all persons ap- 
pointed by the first or second Dail to be 
trustees for the Government of DSaorstat 
Éireann. 

It was sugyested that no relief should be 
given in this action by reason of an action 
pending in the New York Supreme Court, to 
which the defendant, Mr. Stephen O'Mara, 
is a party. it had not been shown that the 
action referred to dealt with precisely the 
same funds as those dealt with in this action, 
nor that effective jurisdiction could be exer- 
cised by the New York Supreme Court 
acainst the defendant, who was not resident 
within its jurisdiction. He could «see no 
reason why the present action should be dis- 
missed for the reasons alleged on this head. 
His lordship accordingly made the declaration 
sought by the plaintiffs, that the 10,000 
dollars constituted part of the funds of Dail 
Fireann; and also directed the account asked

The Attorney-General suggested that the 
account should be made to the Minister of 
Finance; he was one of the parties to the 
action. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan—The effect of the 
Act is to declare him entitled to the property.

FOR CERTIORARI 
REFUSED, 


Before Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice 
Johnston, in the case of the King (Cunning- 
ham) v. the Acting County Court Judge af 
Tipperary, an application made on behalf of 
Martin Cunningham, whe was secretary of a 
branch of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union at Roscrea, was refused, for 
liberty to issue a writ of certiorari to have 
brought up, for the purpose of having it 
quashed, an order made requiring the ap- 
plicant to deliver up books and documents 
pertaining to the business of the union. 

It appeared that on the 14th April last the 
District Justice at Rosctea, Co. Tipperary, 
made an order, on the complaint of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, that 
the defendant, Martin Cunningham, having 
possession of moneys, securities, books and 
other securities, the property of the plaintiffs. 
a registered trades union, wilfully withheld 
them, contrary to provisions of the Trades 
Union Act of 1871. The defendant was 
ordered to give up the books within fourteen 
days, or, in default, to be imprisoned for 
three months, without hard Jabour. From 
that order an appeal was faken to the Quarter 
Sessions, when. the appeal was dismissed 
and the order of the District Justice was 
confirmed. The grounds of the present ap- 
pilcetian were that under Section 12 of the 

rades Union Act, 1871, under which the 
prosecution was brought, the defendant could 
only be proceeded against for something in 
the nature of a criminal offence, and that in 
the case of a mere dispute as to the custody 
of documents the section did not apply, and 
that proceedings should be taken under 
Section 9 of the Act. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that Section 12 of 
the Act expressly provided that any person 
whatsoever, who, ieee in his possession 
moneys, securities, books, papers or other 
effects of the trades union, wilfully with 
holding same, shall be liable to be proceeded 
against summarily under the section.. The 
order in this case recited the summons, which 
charged the defendant within the express 
words of the section, not as an officer of a 
trades union. but as a person who had in his 
possession certain books of the trades union. 
The summons followed the words of the 
section, and the order followed the words of 
the summons. There was nothing on the face 
of the order to show that it was bad. The 
Court could not inquire into the evidence 
before the District Justice or the County 
Court Judge. It was not a procedure by case 
stated, in which the evidence would be before 
the Court. He was of opinion that the ap- 
plication should be refused, 

Mr. Justice Johnston concurred. 

The application was accordingly refused. 

Mr. Lynn (instructed by Mr. Houlihan, of 
Messrs. Menton and Co.) appeared for the 
applicant; and Mr. M. Maguire (instructed 
by Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.) opposed 
the application.

It is explained in the minute that various 
safeguards are included in the agreement, to 
revent any excessive ' charges, and it 
is provided that the mamixum cost, 
exclusive of the percentages, shall 
not be greater than £44,920 if a 
ublic electrical supply is not available. 
f the station is extended, the son of wn 
additional unit—comprising sending and re- 
ceiving stations—is aa to exceed £29,106 if 
a public supply is available, and £31,406 if 
a public supply is not available, exclusive in 
each case of establishment charges and 
profit. 
The Postmaster-General, after consultation 
with the company, the minute states, is to fix 
such -rates of charge to the public for the 
transmission of telegrams by means of the 
beam station as shall, in his opinion, be cal- 
culated to attract the largest possible volume 
of traffic, with due regard to economic con- 
siderations. “The rates to an? from Canada 
are not. to exceed the existing rates, and 
those to and from other parts of the Empire 
are not to exceed two-thirds of the cable 
rates now in force. The Postmaster-General 
reserves the right to accept British Govern- 
ment telegrams at special rates. |
